National Influence Of Blacks 


A black for the presidency of the United States? You have 
to be joking, right? 

No. When the “Black Leadership Family” gathered in 
Chicago last week, the vote was to approve the idea of a 
black seeking the presidency in the 1984 election. 


And, when we consider that so many laughed at the idea * 


of a black man seeking the office of Mayor in Chicago, 
maybe we shouldn't be so pessimistic about the idea of a 
black running for president. 

The Rev. Jesse Jackson, the name most often mentioned 
when the talk is of a black running for president, says he 
would accept the challenge if blacks want him to. And there 
are others just as anxious (although Jackson denies that he 
is) to enter the race. 

Whether or not a black enters the race, the fact that it can 
be seriously considered and advocated says blacks hold 
more influence over the direction of national policies inthis 
country than maybe even blacks have thought. Hmmm. 


Balanced Economic De velopment 


The future of economic development in Ohio may weigh 
heavity-in- the hands~of-a-state-Deveiopment Advisory 
Council (DAC) appointed by Gov. Richard F. Celeste. With 
the appointment of four blacks to the 25-member group, 
minorities will have input in that development. 

Celeste says the council will play an important role in 
setting up an agency for the development of strategies 
needed to put Ohio back to work. With the blacks on the 
DAC, it means a new and important role for blacks in having. 
a say in Ohio’s economic policies. 

Blacks are an integral part of the state's economy, and 
the governor is wise to seek their input in deciding the 
course to be set for reducing unemployment. We expect 
that the blacks named to the DAC will guarantee that that 
course will be a balanced one which works for all Ohioans. 
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EUMBA Deserves Support 


It takes great faith from a dedicated people to walk 
proudly into a huge debt. It takes a leadership with lots of 
courage to be optimistic when all the doomsayers predict 
downfall of the economy. But the leaders, the pastors of the 
80 or more churches of the Eastern Union Missionary Bap- 
tist Association (EUMBA) continue to show their faith in the 
God they worship and recommend. : 

From the Union Anti-Slavery Baptist Association (1845), 
the EUMBA was born.in 1872.

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Jurors’Pay Hike Pushed By Beatty

rivate la tice, State Rep. 
Sito jeatty Jr B-Botimb us, tae 
established a reputation of being 
one of the most active members of 
the Ohio House of Representa- 
tives. It's not unusual for him to 
spend mornings trying cases in 
criminal courts before attending 
committee herings in the House 
and debating bills on the House 
floorduring any regulartegistative 
session.

Everyone is concerned about the over Population within our peniten- - 


taries, from the politiciansin office to the citizens of Ohio. The concern 
for this problem must not stop at concern, it must be Used to help put 
action into gear to solve the problem. Solving the problem starts with one 
individual and then hopefully with others. We must deal with these 
individuals within the court system before sentencing occurs. 

The individual who’hag alternatives other than a prison sentence that 
would be beneficial tothe individual and society, is the person with drug 
and/or alcohol problems. These individuals are eligible for an evaluation 
from the appointed Mental ‘Health Center to determine if in fact the 
person has an addicted probiem with drugs and/or alcohol and if it 
would be beneficial to society and the individual for professional heip 
instead of incarceration. 

We, the people of Columbus, have been fortunate to have a variety of 
facilities for inpatient/outpatient treatment for court-ordered individuals 
with the drug and/or alcohol problems. The alternative facilities include, 
Vita - in housing, House of Hope, Maryhaven, Talibot Hall - St. Anthony's 
Hospital, Riverside Hospital and more. All the mentioned facilities have 
trained professionals to deal with the drug user and/or alcoholic. The 
average Stay at these facilities with the exception of Vita - in housing 
range from two months to six months, three months to eight months. The 
Vita-in’housing has a minimum stay of nine months and more. Vita - in 
housing is especially for the individuals who have already committed a 
felony and have been interviewed by a Vita staff member for acceptance 
into the program, then court ordered to the inpatient facility by the 
courts. ‘ 

The individual who is eligible for treatment instead of a prison sent- 
ence should in fact be granted the available treatment at one of the 
facilities, but, too many times we see individuals -given-prison-terms 
instead of the necessary help provided. The following questions need to 
be asked and answered by us, the concerned citizens of Ohio. Why do we 
have the facilities for court ordered individuals? Who is granted treat- 
ment? Why do we still have over populated penitentaries?

they were exposed to radiation from nuclear testing? The Judicial 
Branch had to step in to correct that injustice. 

Why all the, secrecy about nuclear power? Cannot U.S. citizens be 
trusted with the facts? | think it is the nuclear power advocates who 
cannot be trusted. 

I think we should put nuclear power. on “hold" and develop tidal power 
as Canada has done. Tidal power is clean and efficient. Above all, it is 
safe.

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A Sub-MinimumWage For Youth? 


in the workings of the free market. 

In fact, a subminimum wage has 
long been in existence -- the law 
clearly allows some employers 
including. the most likely to hire 
inexperienced young people, such 
as small retail establishments, to 


pay below the minimum . 
Despite this, black youth unem- 
ployment is at record levels. 
Opponents of a youth sub- 
minimum have always based their 
position on, among other reasons, 
the fear that employers would “fire 


“the father to hire the son.” 


Those fears are realistic, since 
thebulk Of workers employed at or 
below (often illegally) the mini- 
mum, are adults ip mployment 
would-simply be atong to 
older age groups, especially the 
vulnerable 21-24 year-olds, whose 
unemployment rates are second 
only to teenage unemployment 
rates. 

It's also important to identify 
what teenagers one-is talking 
about. Most who work at the mini- 
mum wage are white youngsters 
living .in higher income families, 
while most of the adults likely to be 
displaced are black adults living in 
low income families. 

Advocates of the subminimum 
should also note that time and 
inflation have already done their 
job for them. The minimum wage 
in 1967 was $1.40 per hour. In 1983 
the minimum wage, in 1967 dol- 
lars, is only $1.29. 

So in real terms, the minimum is 
lower than it's been in sixteen 
years, yet there hasn't been any 


rush by employers to stock up on 
low-wage workers. 

| find it troubling that the advo- 
cates of a youth subminimum 
claim so much with so. little evi- 
dence. Estimates of the number of 
youth jobs that might be created 
vary so wildly they really amount 
to guesses. And the side effects 
are also unknown. How many 
adult jobs would be lost? What 
would be the impact on black 
communities most vulnerable to 
labor market changes? 

Nor does the subminimum 
address the basic. question of the 
lack of available jobs at any. wage: 

And it is silent on the issue of 
employer discrimination, despite 
considerable evidence that indi- 
cates many potential employers 
are locked into stereotyped atti- 
tudes toward young blacks and 
would not hire them at any wage. 

- Despite.all,this uncertainty, 
Congress is considering cutting 
the minimum wage for teenagers 
during the summer months. The 
intention is to encourage private 
sector job Creation, but it would be 
a mistake to rush into a change in 
laws protecting wages and jobs for 
all workers. 

However, it may be time for an 
experimental program that finally 
lays the issue of a subminimm to 
rest. The issue itself has become a 
barrier to solutions to the prob- 
lems of youth unemployment, 
since the debate over the mini- 
mum wage helps defeat more 
comprehensive and realistic 
efforts to hire youth. 

So acarefully monitored, limited 
pilot program designed to deter- 
imine the effect of the minimum 
wage on youth employment is in 
order. Instead of broad changes in 
the minimum wage law, a targeted 
experiment that answers some of 
the important unanswered ques- 
tions makes a lot more sense

Positively the only 
salvation for’ such absurdities 
would be to have each person to 
carry the gadget to the bar to test 
how drunk he/she gets “downing 
the hatch” with another swallow.

In a written decision, Franklin County 
Common Pleas'Court Judge Frederick T. Wil- 
liams refused to dismiss a 98-count indict- 
ment against Dr. Edward Franklin Jackson Jr., 
stating that Jackson's right toa fair trial would 
be protected by a change of venue to Akron, 
Ohio. 

The trial is scheduled to begin Aug. 22 

Attorneys for Jackson, John W.E. Bowen 
and James Lewis, had sought dismissal of the 
indictments because of pre-trial publicity and 
misconduct by the prosecutor's office. 

The attorneys argued that the publication of 
a confidential psychological report on Jack- 
son's mental status damaged their-ctient's 
right to a fair trial 

After persistent requests from Dispatch 
reporter Mary Yost, Steve Lutz, a former inves- 
tigator in the Franklin County Prosecutor's 
office, allowed Yost to photocopy the report 
prepared by staff members at Southwest 
Forensic Center 

The report, ajmost in its entirety, appeared 
in the May 15 Sunday edition of The Dispatch 

“This is not the first time in the history of 
mankind that a male has been led somewhat 
astray by the coaxing of a persistent female. In 
fact, the end results are not too much differ- 
ent.

One of the primary objects of the 
shield law is to protect an informant and not 
make it necessary that a reporter say anything 
concerning the informant,” he wrote. 

“| hope and pray that | shall never see a 
repeat of this sort of thing around the court- 
house again, Williams wrote: ; 

“Likewise, itis also my hope and prayer that 
each of the two persons directly involved will

Blacks Urged To Recognize 
Sacredness Of Family Life 


Black people are not aware 
of how unique they are. We 
‘have lost the extended family 
concept; we have lost respect 
and reverence for the elderly, 
and we have lost our sense of 
community commitment and 
self-respect, noted Fr. George 
Clements, pastor of the Holy 
Angels Church in Chicago. 

‘To be self-determined, 
black catholics must recognize 
the sacredness of family life, 
which enables us to survive,” 
Fr. Clements said. 


Fr. Clements, the keynote 
speaker at the fecent State- 
wide Conference of Black 
Catholics, told more than 200 
delegates, representing about 
20,000 black catholics in Ohio, 
that the worst thing confront- 
ing black people today is the 
“tendency towards self-pity.” 


Self-determination, Fr. Cle- 
ments said, is the realization of 
where we are in the church, 
and where we are going. “We 
have lost the deep sense of 
reverence by calling our 
women charlatans and our 
men Godlike,” Fr. Clements 
added. 

Fr. Clements said self- 
determination means getting 
rid of fraud, hypocrisy and 
duplicity in dealing with one 
another.

Miller Pushes Health 
Insurance Coverage For 
Unemployed Ohio Workers 


(Columbus Bureau) 


A bill co-sponsored by State 
Rep. Ray Miller, 0-Columbus, has 
been passed by the Ohio House of 
Representatives that would pro- 
vide health care benefits to unem- 
ployed Ohioans. 

Miller, whochairs the-House 
Select Committee on Employment 
and Civil Service which generated 
the legislation, said, “! am pleased 
that the Ohio Legislature is mov- 
ing quickly-to provide this kind of 
relief to the nearly 700,000 unem- 
ployed people in this state." 

The: bill (H.B. 345) was co- 
sponsored by Rep. Thomas Gil- 
martin, D-Youngstown. It would 
require health insurance coverage 
to be continued at group ratesfora 
period of six months for those per- 
sons whose jobs have been termi- 
nated and are eligible for uhem- 
ployment compensation benefits. 

Miller said, “One of the first and 
most important benefits that a per- 
son losses’ when thigy become 
unemployed is their health care 
insurance. The extreme cost of 
Purchasing individual policies at 
high insurance rates causes most 
unemployed people to forfeit 
health insurance coverage for 
themselves and their families tor 
the more basic nécessities Gf food 
and shelter.” 

Miller said the average unem- 
ployment compensation check is 
$147 per week for a single individ- 
ual and $253 a week for a family of 
four. 

Miller stated, “Moreover, health 
services for the poor, particularly 
for women and children have been 
reduced in every state during the 
last year and a half and infant mor-- 
tality rates have begun to rise ina 
number of areas.” 

Ironically, he said, the loss of 
health coverage comes just at the 
time that many individuals most 
need health care. Typically, job- 
less workers suffer more emo- 


tional and physical stress and 
more mainutrition than those who 
are employed. 

Miller concluded by saying, 
“House Bill 345 is a Critically 
needed measure and | am hopeful 
of quick passage in the Ohio 
Senate-”

The council ‘will play an 
important role in setting up an 
agency for the development of 
strategies needed to put Ohio 
back to work,” Celeste said at 
the council's organization 
meeting_last week.
